Another Pahokee subdivision is 
being planned by Blanton and Un- 
wn, Inc., Pahokee contracting firm, 
which has purchased Tracts 27, 28 
and 29 on Bacom Point Road across 
the street from the H. J. Anderson 
residence, and has requested of the 
Council the rezoning of -the plot 
from A (agricultural) to R-2 (resi- 
dential). The City Planning Board 
recommends that lots bordering 
Bacom Point Road in this proposea 
new subdivision be classified as R-1 
and the remainder, R-2. The Coun- 
cil will hold a hearing on the pro- 
posed rezoning of these tracts Mar. 
13 at 8 p. m. 

If plans for this new subdivision 


materialize as expected, Blanton ; 


and Unwin hope to start construc- 
tion on two model homes by the 
middle of April, according to David 
Unwin, a member of the firm.
